AVith'-" seme 
suspicion yesterday, as it , empowered 
tlie investment of funds %vhlch' belong 
to a company generally, supposed to 
Invest its funds in llrst mortgages, in 
any kind o£' company. It would tbus 
bo possible to finance an oil company 
a. mining ..company or any other kind 
o£ra;i:coimpany:r '^ It"' transpired that the 
n'mouht'; bf ' the money now available 
for this ptirpose would amount ti> a 
(iiiarter of a mlliion, and would in- 
crease with tho further issue of capi- 
tal stock. 

The committee tentatively agreed to 
tills clause with some amendments as 
It was represented to them that tlio. 
real reason for Its Insertion w-as that 
It was hoped In the future to build a 
large oflice building In conjunction 
V.-lth others, and the plan was that 
the various participants In the scheme 
should take stock In a building com- 
pany organized for that purpose. 'I'he 
matter came up again later, when 
Stuart Henderson, -who had been out 
of the room, moat strenuously object- 
ed.

A Deceit on the Public 
Your very name is a deceit on the 
public with such a clause in your 
charter," said Mr. Henderson, who 
stated that ho' Invariably advised his 
clients to withdraw from a ioan com- 
Iiany with such privileges.

only stating that that they should be 
entered "as far as known to the com- 
pany." A provision was al.so inserted 
that the auditors of tlie company be 
chartered accountants who shall not bo 
shareholders of the comiiany. 

Another important amendment 
which caused much discussion was to 
clause 24. As drafted It provided that 
one-fifth in value of the shareholdeis 
should have power to apply to tho 
government .for'.ah'. Investigation by 
Inspectors.. Mr. Grlfllths iiointcd out 
that In a company with several thou- 
sand shareholders like tho applicant, 
such a provision was Illusory, and sug- 
gested that an InvcatlKatlon be mudo 
on the demand of 20 shareholders who 
would have to pay for it If everything 
turned out to be • all right. Finally 
this was compromised at a hundred. 

The original bill nuulo it an oftenso 
punishable by a lino of $25 to reCuso 
to produce tho books or give necessary 
Information during such an liivostl- 
gatloii. Jlr. Griftltlis thought such a 
remedy was ridiculously inadequate. 
Tho committee agreed .with him, and 
the flne was raised to $100 for each 
such .offense, with tlie Idea that a con- 
tumacious offlcia! Eliguld lind continu- 
ed refusal an expt;(islve business. 

'j:'here was a long argument as to 
what should be done with the report 
when the insjiectors had made It. Thu 
act provided that one copy should go 
to the provincial secretary, and other 
copies on demand to any of tho share- 
holders responsible for the investi- 
gation. Mr. Grlftitlis thought that 
every shareholder ought to get a cojiy 
of the report, but Jilr. Harris thouglit 
it -would bo a needless expense. Fin- 
ally 'Chairman Ross' suggestion was 
adopted ,and the distribution of tho 
report will rest witli the jirovinclal 
secretary, the expenses of tho whole 
affair to be borne as thu Inspector shall 
direct. 

Loans to Directors. 

is'owherc in tho original act aro 
loans from tho ccnniiany to directors 
forbidden, though ' clause 20 provided 
that any such loan made "contrary to 
tho spirit of this act," was forbidden 
under penalties. Mr. Griffith rose to 
remark that this proviso did not pro- 
tect anybody In particular, and tho 
clialrman thought that loans to direct- 
ors should be forbidden in terms. An 
amendment, to this effect was inserted, 
but a further suggestion that on loans 
bo made to companies In which any 
of tho directors were Interested wa'5 
not pressed. 

A clause declaring that the dobon- 
tures of tho company should he doomed 
to bo mortgages of real estate for the 
purposes of the trustees and executors' 
act, or in other words become a statu- 
tory Invostmont for trust funds, was 
announced by the chairman to bo 
doomed to the axe, and cut out it was 
without any attempt at areumont In 
favor of It. 

Office Boy Directors. 
A clause which was much objected 
to by the committee, but which was 
strongly defended by Mr. Harris, and 
eventually held over for subsequent 
decision, was ono permitting any of- 
ficer or employee of tlie company to be 
a director. Mr. Ross pointed out that 
all tlie directors might bo elerlcs in 
tlio oflico, w-hllc U. 13. Tluinuson was 
of the opinion that considering tlio 
nature of the comiiany, wl^jch was 
practically handling the people's siiv- 
ings, such a course should not be 
adojitod. . Janiie.s F. Garden also was 
ojiposed to tho proposition. Ho was 
afraid that subordinates in tho oflico 
might bo merely tools In the hands of 
the more Inlluontiiil directors and 
managers, and for fear of their jolis 
would do exactly as tliey ivcro told. Ifo 
also thought that as tho committeo 
was making precedents they ought to 
bo siieclally careful. 

Jlr. Harris defended tho clause 
warmly. No such reslrlction wa.s 
placed on joint stock companies and 
lie saw no reason wliy thero should 
be a different rule hero. Of course 
any iirovlsion w-as oiieii to abuse, but 
In their own case some of their most 
cntliusiaHtic men who had done most 
to hell) develop the company were 
directors in Its omiiloy. Ho saw no 
good reason why these men should bo 
barred from a share In the direction 
oi: the company. The sluireholder.s 
were satislled w-lth them, as was shown 
by the fact that they wore re-elected 
year after j-ear. 

One of tho recoinmendntlons made 
by Mr. Grlfllths after a study of the 
condllionH as revealed by the appli- 
cation was that a gencriil act should 
be passed by tho govci'nment, by tho 
provisions of which all such companies 
as this should be govi'rnod. It should 
lie designed to cavor tlie o.'iso ni' of»m- 
paiili'H which had outgrown tlio pro-. 
visioiiB of tlio Inveatniont and Loan 
Societies act, and should give larger 
powors accompanied by adequate safe- 
guards. Of course this suggestion 
could not bo taken up by tho commit- 
tee j.-csterday, but It is understood that 
tho recommendation has been referred 
to tho eovunuucnt. 



WHARF STREET OWNERS' 
REQUEST IS GRANTED 

Vitrified Brick Pavement Will 
Be Laid on That- Thor- 
oughfare' 



The property owners; ■-.■■on)- Wharf 
Street will have tholr vvish and their 
suggestions - that a ?'Vitriflcd brick 
pavement bo laid On that thorough- 
fare will bo adopted by tho city coun- 
cil. At last night's meeting of tho 
streets, bridges and sowers cummlttoe 
a petition signed by all the owners 
w!iK consider(!d. The netition which 
sets out tho negotiations between the 
owners and the council rolatlvo to tho 
class of pavineiit wliieh Is to be laid 
down, points out ' that a representa- 
tive of the owners visited Seattle and 
Portland, and, after fully studying tho 
matter;';. repi)r tod: to a committee in 
favor of the vltrllied brick pavement. 
What Otiier Cities Found. 

The experience which Seattle and 
Portland has had with that stylo ot 
pavement Is set forth together with 
comparisons of cost of the various 
classes of pavements. ,The .owners 
con.slder . that ,tar . maeada'rri Is ' the 
best pavement, but owing, to' the fact 
tliat it needs constant attention and 
the quality of the crushed rock obtain- 
able liero Is not as good as needed 
It has been deemed bettor to adopt 
■the brick pavement. The petition 
states tliat in .Seattle Is was found that 
vltrKlod brick pavement for business 
thoroughfares gave the most satlsfac 
tlon. One p;iveniont down for aovon 
teen years, and subject to an enormou.s 
tradlc, appeared to bo good for many 
years to come while another which had 
been down for thirteen years, while 
showing more wear and tear than the 
llrst was nevertheless good for sev- 
eral more years. The Seattle author- 
ities expressed themselves well satis- 
fled with tho brick pavements. As- 
phalt and macadam, had been proved 
loo slippery and dangerous for horses 
In frosty and snowy weather but no 
.such difllculty had been oxperleuced 
with tlio vltrllied brick. 

Portland's Experience 

In Portland the representative of the 
owners found that pavements of vltrl- 
lied brick had been In use but had not 
proved wholly satisfactory but that 
was because the proper kind of brick 
liad not been used. It Is the Intention, 
how-over, of tho Portland authorities 
to lay more pavements of tills class, 
now that an iiniiroved b,''lck is obtain- 
able. 

■While the owners believe a properly 
constructed tar macadam pavement to 
be.ithe best, it. woul.d;requh'e,, continu- 
ous', repair arid >th0*'st'drio|flbtainable 
here lis ■not 'vorySsultabl^cahd when- 
crushed bl a inachltieVls'iiiuoh Jiiferlor 
to that broken by; ha'hd.-i'Wo6d..blocKs, 
the owners are corivinced, 'havei^riot 
proved a success and Bastion /Street 
is ])olnted to as an example of such 
class of paving. On that street wood 
blocks have .been laid but six years 
and In iriauy. places the pavement 
played. Out and will need extensive 
repairs. 

Company Makes Offer 
, , The, Dtniils-Renton Clay and "U'ood 
Company, of Seattle, has Informed tlio 
owners that it Is prepared to guaran- 
tee and make good for ten years any 
brick or jiortion thereof which In tliat 
time show-s a greater wear than one- 
half an inch of the depth of the brick 
(four I inches) and the company will 
furnish,' brloki^^^free of cost to replace 
daniagea!^brioks?^ ...provided that the 
pavement' Is' ln;id ■■according to specifi- 
cations furnished by the company, 
which offers to send at its own cost 
a practical man to direct and s-upcr- 
vlse the work of laying the pavement. 
This offer is made in the company's 
own interests w-lth a view of having 
Its jiroducis more generally adopted In 
the city. 

7'lie property ow-ners, in their pe- 
tition to tho council, urge that tliLs 
offer of tho Deniiy-Renton Is tho 
best that can be got w-hon tho oxpori- 
cnco of Seattle Is taken into consid- 
eration, and suggest that tenders be 
called for tho work and thus avoid 
what they state is the costly method 
of execution of such works by day 
labor. 

Should Grant Request 

Alderman Stewart moved that tlio 
petition of the owners hn granted and 
when Mayor Hall pointed out that the 
Iietltioners wished tho work to be done 
by contract the former declared thiit 
as the owners aro jiaying: the cost 
they u-ere entitled to have it done by 
contract if they wished it. 

The owners also suggested that bo- 
fore tho pavement is laid all mains, 
w-ater connections, etc., should bo iiut 
in and all telephone poles moved back 
to the proper lino so that the pave- 
ment when once laid would not have 
to bo cut up again.

AI;tyor Hall doubted vei-y much 
whctlier the requests shauld be grant- 
ed. He stated that as matters are at 
present the cost of the sidewalks 
comes out of general revenue, if the 
council continues to undertake such 
work all over the city It will not be 
long before a groat amount of the 
general revenue will becomo exhausted 
and the council will find Itself in the 
siime i)Ositlon as in former years, 
short oj funds for other necessary 
works. It would be better, His AVor- 
shlp considered, to have the walks 
constructed on tlie local improvement 
]jlan, say for a short term of years, 
if this were done the city while pay- 
ing one-third of the cost could still 
have three times as much walk laid 
than as now when the city pays tlie 
wliole cost. He believed in permanent 
sidewalks but some plan should bo 
followed whereby the permanent side- 
walks would bo built out from the 
centre of the city and not a piece put 
In here and another there, all over th(^ 
outlying sections. The time Is coming 
he liolleved, when tbo city would have 
to in.ilst on owners In outlying sec- 
tions paying tlie wliole cost. 

Alderman Stewart (ixpressed his de- 
light at hearing the mayor take the 
stand he did. For years he (Alderman 
Stewart), had advocated just such a 
plan. In many cases, jiartlcularly In 
n.'gard to sulidivlsions In the outskirts 
of the city, tlio owners of the subdl- 
vlsion had come to the city and asked 
for street improvements on tlie local 
Improvement plan 'when such works 
were of no advantage to any one but 
the owners whose property was on- 
Iiiuiced in value.

Fountain Adornmont 

Nearly an hour of tlio committee's 
time was .spent conslderiflg a plan of 
improvomont of that portion of Doug- 
It^s and aoveniuient streets at the 



Fountain. D. D. England, superlhten--; 
dent of the parks board, submitted a' 
plan. The entire sclieme provided for 
boulevards on all the converging 
streets at the Fountain, such boule- 
vards to run bade a block from tlie 
fountain square. The fountain sur- 
rounded with a curb and gutter of ce- 
ment and a cement walk to bo laid 
around each fountain, the space be- 
tween the two fountains to bo seeded 
and planted with shrubs, the whole to 
bo raised several Indies above the 
roadway so that vehicles could not 
back upon the fountain plot. The 
drinking trough now situated on the 
point where Government and Do.ug- 
las' street meet would bo moved qver 
beside the drinking fountain. To carry 
out the entire scheme would mean an 
estimated expenditure of $4,850 or to 
drop Out the boulevards and only im- 
prove the section on wliich the foun- 
tains are located would cost $675. 

Alderman Humber urged that the 
whole scheme should be adopted or 
the fountains taken away and moved 
to Beacon Hill Parlv. Alderman Stew- 
art made a motion to that effect but 
Alderman Henderson ijOlnted out that 
the fountain had boon presented to 
the city by residents in that locality 
and ho doubted if it could be moved 
away. 

Mayor Hall expressed himself in 
favor of fountains. There bhould bo 
some in other parts of the city. If 
there were the worklngmon would not 
have to pay five and ten cents for a 
glass of beer when they could instead 
get a drink of v.-ator. 

Someone suggested a fountain sup- 
plying beer instead of water but tlie 
&iibjeet was pursued no further. It 
was finally decided to refer the mat- 
ter to a committee consisting of the 
mayor, the city engineer and D. D. 
England, who will report to the next 
meeting of the committee.

HERRINGS ARE BASIS 
OF LARGE INDUSTRY 



Great - Gatch of Season . Jirst 
Past of Much Assistance 
to Nanaimo 



Nandlmo, Feb. 19. — On Saturday the 
hcrrliiglv^lslierles Industry of Nanalnio 
closed,'tth6;*!lierrIi!g having begun to 
spawn, and Inspector Taylor having 
notified the- fishermen that the season 
must end on that day. The herring 
I'islicry of Nanalnio la a far more im- 
liorumt industry for the city than most 
people realiae.,!; Some i f Ive^years -. baok 
the industry<meantrl)Kfenlttlew;^lTdaay-rlt 
forms, for a few months, one of the 
most Important Industries of the city. 
For years tbo herring had been coming 
to Nanaimo harbor in great schools, bo 
thick tliat tliey. have been Itnown lo 
stop a steanier,,-inithe;harbt>r,;and it was 
no unooinmpii»/Wgh'ffet6v'see*thdrtlsh so 
thick In the 'shallow waters that they 
piled up on tbo beach to the extent of 
several feet deep, the tide going out 
and leaving them stranded. So thick 
wore they that tons and tons of them 
wore . suf £ocdted}^n4jftues.baraor^> wates. 
H o u nds rrather a - tdllif Istt 's toryi'Tbii t a n y- 
ono who lives In Nanaimo will vouch 
for it. In fact, the herring seemed to 
come into the harbor and swim up 
alongside the wharves and fairly ask 
to bo taken and put Into barrels and 
-sentvto. 'tho ; markets ' Of the world. 
*';InT:such;i'a ^qommercial age as this 
such a golden opportunity- was not to go 
long a-begging, and consequently dur- 
ing the past few years some of the pos- 
Hlbllities liavo become facts. Thus for 
the year 1907-S the total value of the 
fish of all kinds caught at Nanaimo 
alone was over $237,000. This is the 
figure taken from the report of the de- 
purlinont of Marine and Fisheries just 
Issued. During that year there were 
;)tl men engaged in the fisheries busi- 
ness, with 112 boats and vessels. Apart 
from the actual value of the fish them- 
selves, think what the Industry means 
otherwise to the city. The amount of 
fishing gear that has to be 'oought, the 
amount of groceries and other supplies 
this largo body of mon require, the 
amount of salt used In preparing the 
fish for markfit, the thousands of feet 
of box lumber used in making the boxes 
the fish are packed in, the money used 
for transportation of the fish to market 
and tlio many other expenditures In con- 
nection with tho business will indicate 
what an important asset tbo city of 
.Nanaimo has in the fish that teem at 
lier very doors. 

And lierrlng Is not tho only fish of 
commercial value caught at Nanaimo. 
although as yet they have not assumed 
tho importance of the herring. For In- 
stance, according to the same govern- 
ment report tliero were for tho years 
1907—8,4 94,000 pounds of dry salted 
salmon shipped from Nanalnio, 42,000 
pounds of smoked salmon, 224,000 
pounds of freali ."almon, 13:!, 400 pounds 
of fresh halibut, 23;!, 001) pounds of cod, 
4.S,400 gallons of fish oil, 145,000 pounds 
of mixed fisli, many pounds of trout, 
collcbans, hair seals, crabs, clams, oys- 
ters, etc. l''cr tho same year tli.ere were 
ia all about ninteen million pounds of 
herring Bhlppcll. 

Nineteen million pounds of herring 
seems .a whole lot -of fish to catch in 
one port. The figures of tbo season 
closed on Saturday, however, will far 
exceed those. Inspector Taylor and his 
usistant. In tbo fisheries office hero, e.s- 
tlihatovthat the catch this year will' 'bo 
nearly double of Inst year. Air the fig- 
ures ai-e not yet to band, and will not bo 
for several day.s, until tbo shippers total 
up, their couslgnmonts, but careful esti- 
mating places tho total sliipniont at 
close to thirty-six million pounds, fresh, 
salted and smoUod herring. Some idea 
of the value of the fishorlea of Van- 
couver island may be gleaned from tho 
govornmeiit report, whlcli plucos the to- 
tal value of the fiflh shipped for last 
year at over $300,000 for district num- 
ber three, which is composed .Tiostly of 
theijlsland. With ^ portion of tho north- 
ern mainland. 

At present the mast of tho fish 
caught hero l,'i sold as bait to tho hali- 
but boats plying the northern waters. 
Considerable fish Is also shipped to the 
Oriental market, where dry salt herring 
Is considered a great delicacy. The

Tlie season just closed, which opened 
In October, besides being remarkable 
for the large catches made and the ex- 
cellent .run of herring, has, been note- 
worthy for tho agitation. that has been 
carried on by the white fishermen 
against the encroachment of the Japa- 
nese Into tho Industry. Unfortunately, 
tho majority of the men fishing lioro 
for herring are Japanese. They en- 
gage mostly in the seine fishing, where 
tile biggest catches are made, and where 
any size of fish is taken. Tho gill net 
fishing Is conducted by the white men. 
fu the gill net fishing only a good sized 
fish Is taken. The white fishermen 
Imvo hold several mass meetings, and 
have had their affairs handled by a well 
organized committee. They have met 
tho officials and the- local mem'sor, 
Ralph Smith, several times, ' and havo 
I gained several concessions which will 
put them on a more even footing v.'ith 
tliG Orientals. As a result of the agi- 
tation carriad on this season it is Ukely 
that several drastic 'changes will, bo 
made In the regulations next season, 
so that the competition with the Ilttlo 
lirown men will bo on a more even ba.Kis. 
■Wliether vhls will mean that as many 
fish will bo taken next year as this Is 
doubtful, but. the white flsherhien be-

Looking from tho Nanaimo 
waterfront across to^.I^rotobtlopviiand 
Newcastle ; islands' the ■.hdrbpr,«wd|or5 Jp- 
covered with so many seagulls aha tho 
air so filled with them that the sight 
can bo compared to nothing ol.sn but a 
niiow Eitoriii. There are literally -iill- 
llons of gulls around tiie city all win-

Oftentimes during;; tho/'isoason.'^hasi It ' 
happened that boats laden with fish 
left alonslde the wharves, have boon 
robbed of halt tliclr cargoes by tUo 
voraclo.ds gulls. Not infrequently hns 
It happened thftt the gulls 'will eat off 
one side of tho cargo and the weight of 
the fish remaining on tho other sldo 
has carried tho ''aoat over upsetting all 
tbo fish into tho water. Many times. 
In fact always, if given the opportunity, 
tbo gulls will gorge thomsolvos so with 
fish that they are untible to fly when 
tbo f Isbcrmon reek - to frighten then? 
off. Mnnv tbo fl.shorman who has left 
Ills boat for awhile has had on his re- 
turn to lift them overboard and set 
them In tbo water, as they havo been 
uiinble to fly away thomsolvos, Flsh- 
ernion say tliat one gull will eat up a 
bucket of hcrrln.g. Thursday aftornoon 
the stonmnr attached to the local fish- 
eries office was ploughing along - 
through Doparturo Bay and bad to slow, 
down to baro headway in order to let: 
several hundred gulls and ducks that 
liiul eaten so many fish that tboy wora 
una'alo to take to the wing, swi.-n slow- 
ly out of tho steamer's path.

ten 'years Viotorla and its suburbs 
would have a population of 75,000 
We think we sluill have to amend 
thoae figures and put the number 
100,000. From the advance sheets of 
tlio Directory of Vancouver Island and 
iidjacont islands, which is now in tlie 
presa and will shortly bo i^suc-d, 
take the following paragraph: 
>Tho City of Victoria Directory con- 
tains a total of 13,653 names, of these

In a new country the women 
have as a rule no great leisure for 
social duties in a large Avay, that is the 
wives and daughters of the men, who 
are worlilng. with iihelr :coats oIT, so 
to speak, to inake the country. Thoy 
are doing their share and it is an hon- 
orable and Influential share in keeping 
the homo wholesome. Yet it Is to bo 
desired that their gentle and salutary 
Inliuenco should be more felt on the 
personal side of politics.

Tlie National Service League is do- 
ing good, says the Morning Post, in

It has always 
seerhed to bo unfortunate that the 
league, not content with urging u prin- 
ciple, committed itself to a specific

,' "Viscount Mllner, Lord Curzon, . and 
.-Lord Raglan. The purpose of the 
..letter Is to urge the principle of com-

'the particular scheme favored by the 
'. league will not Involve an addition 
. to tho present estimates greater than 
four million sterling. The calculation 
on which this statement Is made not 
being given. It cannot easily bo chock-

busly attempted questions will have

The actual 
leaving of a district by a voter would 
not necessarily change that voter's 
residence in the legal acceptation of 
the term. On the contrary. If any de- 
finite period were mentioned in the 
act, that of itself would establish a 
statutory domicile. However, tlie 
opposing members seemed to fall to 
catch the moaning of the government's 
position. ■ • 

Bills Assented to. 

The debate ■wa.s interrupted, at threo 
o'clock by the arrival of tlie lleutenr 
ant-governor, who visited the Hpus^ 
tovglve his assent^ to number o£ Jsills 
passed. by the House tills session.; At- 
tended' by his secretary, Mr,' Muskeft, 
tho lieutenant-governor was ushered 
Into the legislative chamber by tlio 
Hergennt-at-arms, and took his place 
on the Speaker's throne, while the 
clerk of the House recited tho legisla- 
tion that has been carried through 
since the opening of tho legislature. 
Tho members stood, during this cere- 
mony, with tlio exception of Messrs. 
Hawthornthwalte and Mclnnis, who 
busied themselves at their desks. 
When tha recitation was over, tho 
lieutenant-governor nodded to tho 
dorlc, who announced: 

"In His Majesty's name the lleuten- 
jint-governor doth glvo his assent to 
these bills." 

Then the lieutenant-governor bowed 
(o lionorablo members on both sides 
i)f the House and took his departure, 
after which tho committee proceeded 
with the provincial elections act.

Bowser brought in .an amendment, 
"which,: as hestated,- embodied the ideas 
suggested by, the leader of the opposi- 
tion; 'leaving out - only the • time limit 
of one year in the case of an elector 
leaving a district. The 'amondment 
was as follows: 

Time Limit Cut Out. 

"It shall, subject to the provisions 
hereinafter contained, bo competcht 
for any elector or electors in sucii 
electoral- dlstrlct,.,to object to the re- 
tention of aiiy -j^airue '.p'r names.,on tho 
register of yOterg, '."or. 'to'the placing of

The Socialist members here ob- 
jected to the leaving out of the time 
limit. It was declared that tho bill 
aimed a blow at the workingmen wlio 
must move from place to place to get 
work. Mr. 'AVilliams (Newcastle) de- 
clared that the bill was little short of 
criminal. 

Mr. Bowser repudiated the sugges- 
tion tha^ the bill was aimed at tho 
workingmen. So far as labor was 
concerned, nobody on the government 
side had shown lilmsolt" to bo parti 
cularly opposed to tho interests of 
labor. The legislation introduced by 
the government was . Irrespective of 
class. 

"JNo one iwioVvo better than tlie mem- 
ber for Newcastle," said Mr. Bowser, 
"that I introduced In this House tlio 
amendment to the Elections act by 
which the election deposit was reduced 
from ?200 to $100. The memberH op- 
posite are unnecessarily alarmed. Wo 
aro simply trying to purify tho elec- 
toral .'lists; and' our. policy Is to give 
thdi.:actual';'re8ide^^^ various 
districts the rightj toivpte In their dis- 
trict.. Naturally,'.; i»0'. protest, will bo 
•filed agalnsti.a vinanv>Vho 'IS: only tem- 
porarily away' from -his district. 

.The member" "for- Nanalmo. asked 
about a case In Nelson some, years ago, 
where, he alleged, there had been cor- 
ruption in connection with the voters' 
lists. 

Mr. , Bowser said, that this Incident 
had occurred years prior to the pass- 
ing of the present provincial elections 
act, before the Consorv.ntive party had 
come into power. •One of the.flrst acts 
of the Conservative' party 'had been 
to throw out the old eleotlons act and 
substitute tho present- one.' 

A System of • Exchange. 

Mr. Jlacgowan (Vancouver) said 
that ho was not learned In the law, 
und so could not- deal with this matter 
as aome.other. members might. Very 
few things were so dear to a. man as 
his franchise. . Every • facility stiould 
bo oftere'd a 'man . to.' have his name on 
the , .■yoto.rs'yitpt., and every difficulty 
should"' -bp piit In tho way of having 
his name removed • thiirefrom. Sonie 
ready system of .transfer .should be ar- 
ranged,' froni district to ' district, so 
that every citizen of British Columbia 
should have a vote in tho province. 

Dr. ICorgln (.Skeona) took exception 
to the clause In the act whereby tho 
register of voters shall forward noti- 
fication to the person whose name 
Is objected, to twenty-one days before 
tho holding of the court of revision. 
He said Unit In hl.s district it aonie- 
tlmos took 11 month tu get a letter 
througli to one of the camps. 

At this point tho proniler moved 
that tho committee rise, to preparo 
for tho visit of tho lliutennnt-govor- 
nor. There was a recess of fifteen 
minutes, after which tho debate con- 
tinued. 

When the debate was continued Mr. 
Mclnnis (Grand Forks) took up the 
parable He suggested that tho Con-

Mr. Macdonald (Rossland) said that 
tlio attorney-general had accepted his 
amendment, leaving out only the tlmo 
limit of one year. Ho agreed to this 
on tho understanding that he would 
support tho amendment of the mem- 
ber for Grand Forks calling for tho 
year limit. 

Amendment Carried. 

After several more or less personal 
attacks oh tho attorney-general by tho 
Socialist members," Mr, Hawthorn- 
thwalte styling him. as the "Napoleon 
of the Conservative party In British 
Columbia," the 'amendrnent was car- 
ried. 

In bringing In his amendment pro- 
viding for the year limit, Mr. Mc- 
lnnis (Grand Forks) remarked that 
Mr. Bowser should bo ashamed of 
himself.

"Wo wish to maintain this reputa- 
tion. Wo want to see tho pian with 
the franchise take enough interest in 
Ills franchise, to properly protect it. 
Tho member for Newcastle has spent 
two hours trying to tell this House 
that we are robbing tho worklhgrnah 
• if his vote. That Is all moonshine. 
The verdict of the great majority of 
the people of this province is that the 
government is protecting the interests 
of the workingmen. AVo are simply 
trying to get the lists clean, to sweet- 
en them, as it were, not to disfran- 
chise anybody -vn'Iio Is entitled to vote. 
The question of the statements mado 
by the Opposition resolves itself Into 
ono of detail.

AMENDMENTS MADE

Several Minor Changes Intro- 
duced For first Time For 
\ Several ;;Years 



For the first time sint'o Its acces- 
sion to power thii governinont has In- 
troduced a bill for the amendment of 
the Mineral act. There was a tlmo 
when this act was altered every .ses- 
sion, till no one know just how tlio' 
law did stand. The present adminis- 
tration, howev'er, has set its face 
against tinkering- witli the Mineral 
act, and has given the legislation a 
good trial. One or two dofocls havo 
been revealed, and those are now be- 
ing remedied In time -to5be.

the Gold Commisislotier, and prior to 
that again a c'ertlfloate of work from 
the Mining RecorfleK/ilThe life of the 
certificate of 'Improvements, during 
which no more - work •'."need ba donii; 
has always been, and will continue to 
be, three months. But under the old 
legislation there was no period set to 
the cortificato of -ttjork. The result 
wa.s/ that In some cases the minor 
would get his certificate of work and 
proceed no further, but hold his claim 
Indetinltely without further work un- 
der this cortillcate. In future the life 
of tho certilicate of worlc will bo but 
three months. This provision is not 
to come into force until April 1, 1910.

Anotlier minor change is tho charg- 
ing of a fee of $10 instead of $5 for 
the issuance of a crown grant of tha 
surface rights of a mineral claim.

Opposition Opinions. 
Mr. Macdonald (Rossland) said that 
he did not wish to be understood as 
making any charges against the- re 
glstrars of voters, beyond ono or two 
of tiiem. The registrar of voters per- 
formed judicial functions, and sliould 
be removed from partisan Inlluences. 
As little temptation as possible should 
be put before them. 

Mr. jNIunro (Chiliiwhack) said that 
the lists were dangerously overloaded. 
It was a serious matter to cancel tho 
lists unless absolutely necessary.' Ho 
did not agree with the statement that 
the various political organizations 
would protect the Interests of tho 
voteru. 

Dr. Hall (Nelson) said that it was 
impossible for many railroad men to 
say where tlieir address would bo for 
tho next few weolcs.

Including both the criminal 
and-tho noglectediIi\Sa^diMr;-,'J. J. Kelso, 
tho suporinten'dentl*bff the- Neglected 
Children's branch' of ' Ontario's provin- 
cial secretary's department, last even- 
ing at tho Empress, "and during the 
last two weelcs I have been ongagetl 
In tlio task of organizing improved 
sy.stoms of caring for children in tho 
new provinces, such' as providing play 
grounds, etc., etc. For being almost 
wholly absorbed in the promotion of 
rapid local development, thoso prairie 
towns have as yet given little con- 
sideration to such matters. I havo 
also been assisting in the formation of 
children's aid societies In all the cen- 
ters, of population thrqughout.Uittprov- 
Inqo"; of Saskatchewan, Sa3?Swell?as In 
Calgary, . where , I' addressed' \ among 
other bodie^ the Canadian club. While 
ycsterdayil'-dellvered an address upon 
pressing-social; problems and the best 
modern methods . of dealing with chil- 
dren and young pcoplo w'ho have coino 
Into conflict with the law, before the 
inember.s of tho Canadian club in the 
city of Vancouver. ^. 

"I visited Vancouvor'.s institutions 
for children, such as the Industrial 
School of British Columbia, with some 
Hixty inmates, and the Children's 
Home, with some sixty-tlireo Inmates. 
And, although I found these Instltu- 
tlofis both .well and admirably equipped 
I am m'6s"t distinctly of . the opinion 
that these numbers^, are .altpgether too 
largo, for In view ■o'fiJJieKmost recent 
experiences it is how 'considered un- 
wise to maintain considerable numbers 
of children and of y-ouths In public In- 
stitutions, much better results being in 
practice found to flow from the Itcep- 
Ing of such persons In their own homes 
ns far as this can be possibly accom- 
plished, or if tills bo not possible, then 
In other families. 

"Tho family principle of dealing with 
children of all. clasHcs and descrip- 
tions most decidedly offers far su- 
perior chances in tho way nf general 
Ijetterment than can be rcaTzod from 
any othrjr policy wlilch has as yet 
been tried. 

"Just three weeks ago I was In 
Washington, D.C., In attendance upon 
the important conference of the lead- 
ing workers among children in all the 
(Jnited States which was summoned 
through tho agency of President Roose- 
velt, who In his address. in tho White 
House, to those delegates stated he 
had learned from reliable sources that 
some 121), 000 of these children were to 
ho found at the jirosent timo In public 
Institutions throughout tho United 
Slates and held that it was commit- 
ting an absolute wrong upon tlie child 
to deprive him of the advantages which 
were conferred through life in tlin 
homo wUlki on the other hand present 
methods cast a very heavy burden up- 
on the community. Tlie President 
urged that these neglected and unfor- 
tunate children -should be -distributed 
aniohg'famllles which «hould bo select- 
ed for"/t'hlk special imrpbse in tlie varii- 
ous rural districts. • 

Juvenile Courts 
"I h.avo also been advocating tho 
general adoption of the juvenile court 
law, which was passed last year at Ot- 
tawa. It Is quite true that something 
of this nature has for, 8omo-..tlmo been 
dune in Ontario, but. this./stat'ute could 
only include '.minor offences, whereas 
at. the . present -time all tho offences 
which are. to., be found in our crim- 
Inar code can be dealt with in these 
now and most useful courts, leading 
to an entire alteration in the manner 
of dealing with clilldren under the 
age of IGi throughout the Dominion, and 
providing for the eatabllsliment In 
every province of juvenile courts and 
tlic appointment of special judges, 
whoso duty it shall bo to m.-iko a par- 
ticular study of tho delinquencies of 
youth with the view not of Imprison- 
ing but of reforming them. 

"The Ontario government Is also ap- 
plying to the Dominion government for 
authority to pass upon convic.ted per- 
sons Indeterminate sontences'l-nrlth. the 
object of checking the growth of drimo. 
The- central prison .In the city of 
Toronto Is about to be abolished and 
to be replaced by an Industrial re- 
formatory and farm, which will be 
located somowhcro in tho county of 
York, whilo sufhclent indoor occupa- 
tion will bo provided for tho winter 
months. This farm will consist of 
000 acres and several splendid sites 
for the purpose arc now under con- 
sideration. 

"TIio central Idea of the new system 
Is to keep tliese people as much as pos- 
sible in tho open air, while they will 
1)0 afforded tlie opportunity of con- 
fiidcrably reducing their term of super- 
vision - by continued .goodi r,..coiiduct 
which wiir-ehable them tbibelilUjfti'ated 
upon parole and to have the' advantage 
of government; assistance in regaining 
an honoraBle('<po8ltibn in society. This 
new and*'-lmpr6ved ' institution will, it 
Is expected, be practically self-support- 
ing if It does not Indeed pay a profit 
."I am greatly pleased to find so 
Btrong a sentiment In this great pro- 
vince ill favor of .-ifiording better pro- 
tection to the unf.") luniites among chil- 
dren, and to learn that the most In- 
fluential people in the community arc 
liolh Interested in tho passage ot and 
indeed anxious to have I'.assed tho best 
an well as the mo.st modern legis- 
lation upon these Important Is.sues. 

"Tlio Premier told nie this afternoon 
that the government .was.. strongly;^ in 
ffivor of securing the i.vbt3rij>est,mothod 
that can possibly bo de-vlsod for 'tho 
protection of children and would be 
found both prepared and determined 
promptly to take every stop, which 
would be found necessary In order 
best to accomplish thoso purposes. 

"This romai'Icablo climate la Indeed 
a most welcome change after my. very 
recent experiences of .30 and 40 de- 
grees below zero In the northwestern 
provinces. 

"I will return to the Fast on Jlnndtiy 
next and on the 2Gth liLstant I will ad- 
dress the Canadian club In Winnipeg."

HERE AND THERE 



Most citizons will sytnpathtza: with 
the rdeslro : of Mrs. Herbert' ,'Kont, • to 
llberuto muny of the caged birds and 
animals Itept In tho park. It la hard 
to recognize In tho eaglo drooijlng on 
Its perch tlie bird deacrlbed by poets 
and travollors, "While the rabblta, 
griiljiea iilg.H and other animals loved 
by clilldren may bo happy In their 
conllnemunt, it la doubtful If the 
pleasure they give Is worth tho trouble, 
and expense they cause. 

On" tho other hand, , tho • swans, 
pigeons," peacobks, pheasants and oven 
the deer who can bo kept. In a state of 
nature are 'a never-ending source of 
delight, not only to tho Uttlo ones but 
to older visitors and apparently the 
creatures tliemaelvca enjoy life. IC 
tho attempt made some years ago to 
introduce British songbirds, were re- 
newed It might be more auccossful. 
Certainly the number nf births In our 
orchards Is increasing, whether lus a 
resUlt of that Importation or bocau.se 
of greater extent of land under cul- 
tivation. Few things are more de- 
lightful than to seo and hear wUd 
birds; ,„Thls,.l8,a.pleasur<^•..^vhich.thoso 
who huVeyiVoavln^.tKefdiaa^ftd'c^^^ aii- 
preclat'e'-mbre' lilgllly' than those who 
have spent their lives on this con- 
tinent.

release the creatures who are suffer- 

ng in captivity, give a splendid object 
lesson on kindness to dumb' creatures. 
If at the same time they tlnd It pos- 
sible lo add to tho number of free 
and happy birds who illt about tho 
groves, they will add to the attractions 
of tho Jrllll. 

It \h very much to be re-rettcd tliat 
tho efforts of the Nature History So- 
ciety to preserve In the park, speci- 
mens ot the Mora of Vancouver Island 
have, ao far, proved unsuccessful. 
Every yepr the wild Uowera that form- 
ed; so charming a feature of the lands- 
capes in the vicinity are growing more 
rare. As building goes on and as 
cultivation becomes jnore general, this 
Is Inevitable. Few of tho wild Jlowers 
can, or ul least have been cultivated 
in our o'ardens. The idea of tho 
Natural History Society^ that in a part 
of the park, not much used by tho 
public, natural conditions might bo 
preserved and the spot represent in 
miniature tho wealth of plant life, 
which Hoon only old- residents of the 
city win remember, was a good ono 
and in their efforts to carry it out they 
should have had the support of tho 
publlc.;yi EvjBry,,. teacher . and every 
mother In the' cUy should try to In- 
lluenco the children, not only to re- 
frain from Injuring tho plants, but to 
search for new specimens to. add to the 
collection. The co-opbratlon of tho 
boys :and- girls In isuch a work. -would 
be good for them and valuable- to the 
society. ■ ■'. . :.'

Science Association which meets at 
Winnipeg next summer Is Mlas Stopes, 
nn English woman.

MIss:Stopes Has spent some 
time In Japan,' where- she not only 
litudled the living flowers and trees, 
but the fossils of the coal measures. 

Botany la a study that .It might bo 
thought, would .possess la special at- 
traction for women. The beauty' of 
many of the forms of plant life and 
tho delightful conditions amidst which 
it Is carried on, in Its clo'mOntary 
iitages might well lure women to 
undertake the study. In these days 
of easy travel the dimcultles over- 
came by Agassiz, our own Douglas or 
any of the other eminent men to whoso 
researches, the modern world owes to 
much are not so great but that a 
woman whoso enthusiasm was strong 
could overcome them. . The, , patient 
attention to minute detailsi'fdr.ii'whiLli 
we are told women aro noted, should 
in thl.s branch of science enable them 
to do valuable. If humble, work. 

Apart from the making of discover- 
ies, there i.-j nmch knowledge about 
plants which those who have leisure 
for study might easily acciuii'o. It is 
surprising how little we know of the 
llower.s which wo tend or cultivate 
or tho wild plants wo admire. To 
Icarn more about them and to ob- 
servo: more closely would add greatly 
to the pleasure of our lives. And this

TRIED RECIPES 

Croam Puffs. 

As in many other dishes the secret 
In making cream puffs,, if there la 
one, Is In tho slow baking. , A major- 
ity of reclpea say "Bake twenty- five 
minutes to half an hour.". This ne- 
cessitates a rather .tiulck oven; they 
puff up cjulckly before the gluten in 
the Hour has stiffened sufllclently to 
hold the walls ot these large cells in 
position and a collapse follows. You 
will note that the eggs are added un- 
lieaten and the mixture Is stirred, 
'file method of mixing results in tlio 
formation of large . air bubbles and, 
consequently, a hollow centre In ouch 
cake. The samo rplo is. follov.'od in 
making pop-overs 'and , tho slow .oven 
is necessary to -glvo a puffy result. 
We have personally proven the recipe 
here given time .and :-again, so advise 
If you do not s'utcieod at ilrst, that 
you experiment ...with;, your own oven 
untllj;they.;'come.; dut 'and, remain , all 
rights The heat shoiild ho about that 
of a bread oven 'and' the duration of 
baking about forty minutes. Before 
taking them from the' oven take up 
wltli the fingers; : It: should feel ex- 
tremely light for the size. Into a 
saucepan jiut one- quarter of a pound 
of butter, one-halt of a pint of water 
and one-half of a-.teaspcfonful of salt. 
Brlngrto the bolllnsnpolnt and stir. In- 
quickly six cunceS — Ono cupful and 
a halt-'-^df sifted pairl'ty' flour; stir' until 
the mixture, cleaves'' frokn thfe side of 
the'pan, theh cover 'and s'at aside until 
cool but not cold.'v^'Drop 'in one un-^ 
beaten egg' and 8tlr'> u'ntlt -It Is vvoU 
blended .with the 'StlfC batter; this 
•will be^rather^- dlfricult. Add another 
egg and,'r:thordii?;hly ■ incorporate then 
third a^nd'-a'-'fourth. If the eggs have 
been largo -ones 'this may be sufll- 
clent. If not. add another halt or whole 
one; the batter should be just soft 
enough to hold Its shape when dropped 
from a spoon. Set aside, covered, for 
an hour; then drop In spoonfuls on a 
buttered pan, placing them about 
three Inches apart. . Bake as direct- 
ed, brushing wltli beaten egg just bo- 
fore taking from the oven. Split when 
cold and fill with tUo toUowIng cream 
mixture: Scald two- cupfiils of milk 
and two tablespoonifuls of cornstarch 
wet with a little cold milk and cool; 
In a double boiler for fifteen minutes, 
eat together three eggs and three- 
quarters of a cupful of sugar and cook 
for five inlnute.s longer. Take from 
tho lire, stir In one teasi)oonful ot 
inittcr and flavor with lemon or vanil- 
la. Or. .better , still, nil .with cream 
whipped a;nd flavored to taste.-— Table 
Talk. • , ' 

Tho History of Woman 

Primitive women wore the guard- 
ians of their children, tho transmitters 
of name, tho custodians ot woaltli, 
!uid, in man.v cases, tho electors and 
lawgivers. As organizers and house- 
holders tiicy reigned supreme, and 
Willi them re.st(>d tiio responsiljlllty of 
providing food when the hunter was 
unsuccessful. It was tlielr d\ity to 
grow tho grain and vegetables and to 
prejiare them for eating. Not only 
did they cook tlie i)roducts of till! 
clKise, but tile skin, horns, and foot 
of the animals wore tlieirs to use In 
various ways. j\KrIc\iIturo and in- 
dustries wore, thereforo, started by 
women and lay In their province — 
tliey were in fact thr universal pro- 
viders, and to their orgiinlzing and 
productive powers men trusted abso- 
lutely. 

The outcome of this clo.ger atten- 
tion of tho woman to tho industrial 
life Is . well seen among tho ancient 
Hebrews, illustrated in Proverbs xxxi., 
verses 10-24. Woman had her pro- 
vince and was left Its undisputed niis- 
tres.s as long as man had hl.s cata- 
bollc energies sudielently employed In 
the pursuit and killing of game. Onco 
game became scarcer, llfo less noma- 
dic and consequently more dependent 
on agriculture, man turned his activi- 
ties to what had been tho woman's 
share of work. With his greater 
strength and willingness to co-oper- 
ate with Ills kind, he soon clears Jun- 
gles and Irrigates tho land, and agrl- 
culturo nssuine« such considerable di- 
mensions and gains ao much In im- 
portance that woman is relegated to 
doing man'.s bidding. 

It is In my opinion tlu; necessity to 
readjust herself to man, to 'be Judged 
by his Individual standard and to con- 
form her whole jiersonallty to his 
ways of thinking, that iias robbed wo- 
man of tho iiowcr, strength, and In- 
fluence she could have e.Korted as a 
united and Inriopbndent majority. 
Why should women nave a standard 
of right and v/rong adjustable to the 
moral sense of tho men to whom tlioy 
may happen to belong by purchase, 
as In earlier days — by marriage, as In 
modern How can any logical se- 
quence In mind or action bo expected 
of women under such prevailing con- 
ditions? 

In nearly all tlio Oriental nations 
falthtulnoSB Is tho only virtue extolled 
In, woman, the only one expected of 
her or seriously impressed uiion her 
consciousness, and yet even that one 
stronghold nf hor soul could be dns- 



Itroyed - at her husband's command, 
though she would bo iiunlshed by 
, death If she destroyed It without his 
I permission. 

What moral sense can bo born of 
.such anomalies? Surely blind obedi- 
ence, 'Is not the school to , produce a 
sense of responsibility or a moral code 
fit for others than slaves, and'jlBiP.ernl- 
'cloua In tho last degree ,t6)ifti;89ntlent 
and thinking being. ThoAMahdmiric- 
dan religion degraded woman even 
I lower, consigning her, as, far as 
; psychic qualities are concerned, to tho 
j level of beasts, forbidding; her; for oyer 
j tho hope , of futureV'salyatlbn. , Man 
Is taught to regard ; heir: B«;;Conduclvo 
to-shlsScomfort ; and', pleasijrie;', but In 
nd?;,mstnne'rS,nocessary-,to tlie, .develop- 
rhdrit-'df sTthose higher flights of am- 
bition, .utilitarianism, or philosophy 
his mind may lead him to. Is this 
attitude to be traced to the Industrial 
value of women, which, from tho 
earliest times, Induced men to bargain 
for their wives, and, as thoy grew 
richer and tho scope ot their trade 
Increased,' to contract more than ono 
marriage In order to increase their 
moans of production? Very possibly, 
as In patriarchal days, this lust - of 
gain and of new conquest and tho 
wish ot more descendants lay at the 
root of the- system. An ' Idea, has 
even been projected that. It women 
gain the franchise, England will be- 
come addicted to polygamy— women 
being In the majority by a million 
and a halt and every woman Insisting 
on the right to part ot a husband. 
Tiut tho industrial value of woman 
in the upper and middle classes has 
so greatlv decreased that It is to bo 
feared more than one wife will hardly 
moot with favor In the eyes of tho 
man who has to dress feed and auiuso 
her. 

As we study the position ot women 
tlirousn tho course of history, begin-

Ono parson at least would not allow 
an epitaph which might be out of place 
In noble surrounding.s. In the West 
Cloister In Westminster Abbey, If wo 
remember aright, there Is a grave- 
.stone to the memory of John Brough- 
ton, verger of the abbey, who was also 
champion iirizo-llghter of England, 
'riiere i.s a blank lino under his name; 
it was left for the ln.scrl;itlon, "Cham- 
pion Prize-fighter of England." On tho 
other hand, tlio par.soii of Ledl.uiry 
parhili la .said to have .given liLs ardent 
approval to the "whole.sale epitaph" 
which Sir William Hunter wa.s wont 
to ciiiote with great gu.sto: "Under 
this place Ho Hevoral inhabitants of 
this parlHli. Further particulars tho 
day of judgment will disclo.so," Before 
tho days of obituary notices In tho 
press, the rule stone In the church- 
yard wa.s very often the only means 
the bereaved had of disclosing the 
virtues of the departed. The govern- 
ing prlnciiile, and rightly so, was 
do mortuls nil nisi bonum. Thoy had 
but little space to say what they wish- 
ed to say, and they desired to say it 
well .-ind leaving nothing good out. 
Nothing could be more proper, for In- 
stance, than the estimate (In Chester, 
1797) of John Vernon of hlB wlfo. Mr. 
Hill here detects tho hand of the fam- 
ily lawyer: 

"Polite, learned. Ingenious, upright, 
To tho best of husbands, 
Ann, his afdictod relict, 
Erected this." 

But tho result very frequently was, 
that tho friendly judgment became 
what It was never Intended to be— a' 
striking antl-cllniax. Mr. HIU docs 
not give this one, but It Is a good 
example of what we mean; "In loving 
memory of A— .S — , died May 1, 1782, 
Ho was a devoted husband, an exemp- 
lary parent, nn honest man, and a 
llr.st rate shpt."

;'Ne'cessity of Action to Prevent 
Poachers From Continu- 
ing Work in Nortii 



In his report to the Dominion gov- 
ernment roBardlnfi: t)ic worlc of tho 
steamer Kestrel in Brltlshi Columbia 
waters, Just publlahod, Capt. Holmes 
Newcoml), commander of tlie llshery 
protection cruiser Kestrel, maices his 
annual plea for protection for the 
Canadian halibut grounds being de- 
pleted by tho operations of the hali- 
but poachers from Seattle. For some 
years Capt. Newcomb has made the 
annual plea; and others have pointed 
out tho necessity of a llshery protec- 
tion cruiser suitable to stop tho poach- 
ing. Nothing has been done, however. 
There have been many proniiscs; ten- 
ders have boon called twice for tho 
construction of a cruiser. But no ar- 
rangement has yet been made to build 
a vessel. Two years ago an appropria- 
tion was reported passed for the 
cruiser, and in the spring of 1907 ten- 
dors were called for the building of a 
vessel, a work which the government 
l)romised to confine to Canadian 
yards. No action was taken on tho 
tenders submitted. These were return- 
ed aitiv tho cheques submitted by tho 
shipbuilders lay for some months at 
Ottawa, and 'for many months there 
was a dispute among the heads of 
departments and others as to whether 
proposals put forward by one faction 
for the building of two small vessels 
Instead of a ' large cruiser, similar to 
the 'Canada;. In use on the Atlantic. 
The deelaion was finally reached to- 
ward tho end 'Of last year' to build a 
large vessel, and in December tenders 
were again called. They were to bo 
5n by January IB, and since then noth- 
ing .has boon done as far as can be 
learned. Local builders did not again 
tender. It was learned that the plans 
were being hawked about England, not 
nnly to shipbuilders but to shipbrbkers 
and others, but whether tho .cruiser 
will bo built at;al.l, is unknown..

"While the, above -has :beerif the con- 
dition on the west coast, the very re- 
verse has happened along tho. Jiorth- 
crn . coast of Queen Charlotte' Sound, 
Hecate straits, ° and along the north 
coast of Queen Charlotte ■ Islands, 
•where the larger boats operate. It Is 
11 well known fact that . during the 
months of February and. March of last 
year over 1,500,000 pounds of halibut 
was absolutely stolen from our waters 
when tho Kestrel was not there to 
watch them. 

"What we want is more boats, and 
wo want them now, If wo are going 
to pre.Herv'cj our halibut fisheries on 
this coast." 

Captain Newcoml> gives tho catch of 
American ILshlng ve.sseLs in the waters 
of lirltlsh Columbia as 30,851,104 
pounds, valued at $l,,')li;,;):iO, a.s com- 
pared with a catch by Canadlan.s dC 
4,730,000 pounds, valued at only .'iiSU,- 
500. 

"Tho lish referred to," lio adds, 
■'were all practically caught in Cana- 
dian waters, or In other words, it' there 
were cruisers enough to protect and 
keep foreign Ashing vessels out of our 
l:arborj5, and outside the threo-niile 
limit, these foreign fishing ves&els 
could not possibly have caught in tho 
aaniu Uiiio, at the mo^t, more than 
(ine-tliird of the above stated catch, 
for ve.s.selK which now operate any- 
^vllel■u I'ifim S to lU dories each ;uid 
line our hurbor.s to clean tlio llsh 
which tliey catch, had they to keep out 
of our harbors and outside the liiiee- 
mlle limit, they could only operate 
four dories each, and It would be un- 
profitablo to continue Jlshlng. 

"JIany of tho banks where lish were 
plentiful are now dcpleteu and are not 
Jlshod on; and I know that tho Kes- 
trel bank, which yielded many hun- 
dreds of fine fish In tho past, is now 
nearly e.xhauKtcd. 

"The American fishing boat Grant 
liHlicd hero a few months past, and 
although she • caught I'OO.OOO pounds, 
tho average weight of hor catch was 
only 1- pounds ])er fish.

Tho work of the Kestrel is forcing 
the poachers from using Canadian 
harbors to clean the llali taken frort 
the Canadian halibut grounds is caus- 
ing considerable trouble to tho poach- 
ing vessels. There is much complaint 
in this regard, tho poachers advancing 
the plea that they use the harbors 
only for shelter. Seattle newspapers 
comment upon this and upon tlie alle- 
gation that Hecate straits and Dixon 
entrance are Canadian waters. Tho 
Seattle Post-Intelllgencor of yesterday 
says: 

"The ruling. If strictly enforced, will 
drive a large number of halibut steam- 
ers and schooners out of business. It 
is a matter of the gravest Importance 
to much Seattle capital, and local 
halibut men are preparing to make the 
strongest protests against this Inter- 
pretation of the treaty between tho 
United States and Canada. 

"Heretofore tho waters In question 
have been considered the open sea, 
where the vessels of any nationality 
were at liberty to fish as long as they 
kept without the three-mile limit. 
Should the new ruling be declared 
binding, it will force tho Americans 
from some of the beat halibut banks 
on this coast. 

"Among Seattle halibut men the 
opinion prevails that tho decision from 
the British side is open to question 
and that tlio matter is by no means 
settled. Local fishermen attribute 
much of tho trouble to a certain Ta- 
coma X'ossel which, It Is assorted in 
local circles, has frequently violated 
tho three-mile rule. Again, tho ac- 
tivity and antipathy of the British Co- 
lumbia autiiorltles arc attributed hy 
American llshormen to jealousy. Thoy 
claim that the cousins on the" British 
Columbia side have not had the luck 
of Amorlcan.s, and, consequently fric 
tlon has arisen. 

"I do not know if this decision can 
be enforced," Hald J. H. Cal\'ert, pre- 
sident of the San Juan Fi.shlng & 
Packing Company, yesterday. "Tlie 
matter is open to question and it is 
likely that the treaty will bo carefully 
considered to decide tho ])Olnt. Waters 
between hero and Alaska have always 
boon considered open, ej;cept within 
the three-mile limit. The matter has 
already been jilaced bcfsro the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and other public 
bodies and presented to our delegation 
in congress, to whom we look for 
some action. Our steamer Grant was 
recently driven from aiieUi;r during a 
severe storm and as a result was dam- 
aged. This action brought the matter 
to a head and resulted In our taking 
the question to Washington." 

"There has been consl(l(;rablo trou- 
ble lately on the halibut grounds," 
stated W. T. Chatter, president of tlio 
Chlopeck Fish Company. "Tho au- 
thorities will not allow our vessels 
shelter within tho limits; under tho 
treaty, thoy are entitled to enter any 
foreign port for safety. The matter 
will ho ))re8onted to the authorities at 
Washington with the strongest argu- 
ments .stating, our position, and wo 
hope that tho affair will bo amicably 
adjusted, as tho recent ruling will 
work great Injury to our business."

RltUetij&vjCo., when asked yesterday 
regardlnjf> the collapse; said: "The uc- 
cldent''y|io.',a::small: section of .the now 
whai'f^'iY|Il'not=lnoonvenlenca shipping 
as TepalrS':^t;e'to.'be effected before tho 
busy shipping seasonV section that 
fell extends for. a distance of about 
250 feet. That section. on which tho 
Ijondcd warehouse stands at tho land- 
ward side of the break Is not injured, 
and at least 500 feet of wharf Is in- 
tact beyond tho break, offering an am 
pie berth to any vessel using tho 
wharf. It will not cause a hindrance 
to shipping. The cause has not been 
dolinitely ascertained. A survey will 
bu made without delay and plans 
made for tiie necessary repairs." 

Tile now wharf was built si.xteon 
years ago by li. P. Rlthet & Co. When 
the space between tlio wharves was 
dredged the silt and material taken 
from tlio bottom, wiiicli was .dredged 
to a depth of 30 feet at extreme low 
water, was placed behind a sea wall 
about four feot wide, built to a holght 
of about 35 feet. Supports for the 
wharf were placed on this wall and 
on the reclaimed land, and piles driv 
en at a distance of about lifteen feet 
out from tho wall, those marking tho 
face of the wharf. A sea wall runs 
on a line with the outer sido of the 
big warehouse. When tho wharf was 
built the average freight steamer was 
built on different linos to the big car- 
riers of the present time. Tho long 
curves , of tho old-stylo carriers have 
glvon place to models with the bllgo 
carried further down, and the same 
depth Is required right to tho face of 
tho wharf that was formerly neces- 
sary only at a distanco of some feet 
from tlio .outer stringers. 
• Some days . ago the dredger AJax 
began . to rdlg^upxthe. bottom close to 
tho outer pljes; and: iciri Thursday night, 
presumablyvibecauseSbfJithe undermin- 
ing of thoraeawall: a section of It fell 
away oppdslte' where the dredge had 
been working on either side of where 
the office is located, ■ As the wall fell 
out, it carried . ftway the supports, 
tearing, loose the .stringers, ■ and tho 
whole section sagged downi Inclining 
to the water's edge,-, the section of the 
warehouse sagging, down wltli -lt." The 
timbers did not 'fall- fiiway entirely. 

Tho broken sea' wall was ''a'- massive 
affair which was laid by divers and 
the work of picking up the rubble and 
rebuilding the wall will necessitate 
tho usQ of divers, being an oxpensivo 
operation. It is generally considered 
that at least ?25,000 will bo required to 
renew the collapsed section.
